Plucky Calumet Team Swamped, 44-7 

Saginaw high's football men are undoubtedly the champions of 
Michigan. The fact was settled without a doubt at Alumni field on 
December 3, when the team met Calumet high, the champions of the 
Northern peninsula, and defeated them by the score of 44 to 7. 
Saginaw was denied a chance to play Muskegon for the title, but after 
winning from the Northerners there is no doubt but that we have 
about the best there is. 

Calumet's score came early in the first period when Captain Etu 
got away for a sensational 80-yard run. The ball bounded out into 
the sidelines right into Etu's arms and all he had to do was pick it 
up and run. Nevertheless, he showed a burst of speed that gave our 
men fair warning not to let him get away again. 

After that one score, Calumet never threatened, although Saginaw 
was rather slow in getting started and was behind at the end of 
the first quarter, 7 to 3. Our men got going in the second period 
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though and from then on there was no doubt as to the result of 
the game, the only question being as to the size of the score. | 

Calumet was both outweighed and outplayed. However, : our 
opponents were not outgamed, and they played a fine game, showing 
uncanny ability at keeping track of the ball, and there was nota 
fumble made on either side during the entire game that Calumet' did 
not recover. 

The gist of the matter was that we knew too much 
football and were simply too good for the Upper Peninsula boys. Our 
play lacked the smoothness of execution that was displayed at both 
the Grand Rapids Central and Arthur Hill games, but it was good 
enough to beat the Calumet team. 


After scoring its touchdown, Calumet had possession of the ball 
only twice in Saginaw territory. Once this was due to two 5-yard 
penalties imposed on Saginaw and the other time in the closing min- 
utes of the game when Calumet made its only first down on a forward 
pass. But on neither did the visitors get near our 40-yard stripe. 
Saginaw was forced to punt only once, at which time Brown got off а 
good boot. 

Despite the heavy rains of the preceding days, the field was in 
short end runs, forward and lateral passes, and once bewildered 
Calumet with an outside kick on the first down that gained 17 yards 
when the Calumet back let the ball roll outside and DeBolt fell on it. 
The game was full of long runs and thrilling gains. Aside fróm 
Etu's 80-yard run, there were plenty of gains of 20 and 30 yards by 
all the Saginaw backs. 


Our first scoring chance came early in the game and was due 
toa piece of poor work on the part of Calumet's quarter, Cunrow. 
He tried a pass which was intercepted by Rummell. Three downs 
made six yards, but Calumet gained possession of the ball and Etu 
good condition although a trifle slippery. Saginaw gained at every 
kind of attack tried, straight line bucks, off-tackle thrus s, wide and 
made his disastrous 80-yard run. Saginaw, receiving the next kick-off, 
swept down the field to Calumet's 14-yard line. Bracky made five 
yards on a line smash on the first down, and after being thrown for 
a slight loss on the next two downs, Roseberry, on the fourth down, 
drop-kicked from the 20-yard line. 

Early in the second period Gillingham, Corbin and Brackenbury 
carried the ball from midfield to the Calumet 6-yard stripe in three 
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plays and then Gilly passed to DeBolt for the touchdown that gave us 
the lead and decided the issue. 


Having gained this touchdown by the aerial method, Brown was 
content to rely on carrying the ball, and our score steadily mounted 
from then on. Two more touchdowns came in the second period. 
Saginaw was stopped on one drive on the 9-yard line, but a 15-yard 
penalty for tackling after a fair catch signal, placed Saginaw again 
in a position for scoring. The blocking and recovering of a Calumet 
punt netted the other. 


A plunge through the line fora gain of 30-yards by Corbin was 
the big factor in the fourth touchdown that came early in 
the third period. This dash put ,the ball on Calumet's 18-yard line 
and although the Copper Country lads held for downs on the 9-yard 
line, а partially blocked punt gave us the ball again at this point and 
three downs resulted in the touchdown. 


Our fifth touchdown was directly traceable to poor judgment on 
the part of Cunrow, who, with two yards to go on the fourth down 
and the ball on his own 18-yard line, refused to punt. Calumet just 
failed to make its yardage and Saginaw took the ball just inside the 
20-yard stripe. From that point seven plunges took the ball over, 
Corbin making the score. D. ци Р 

Two sensational runs by Bracky ripped off 20 yards and Brown 
15, placing the ball a yard from the goal, from where Brackenbury 
went over the line. 


The game was hard fought despite the one-sided Score and the 
Calumet boys put up as game a fight as has ever been shown at 
Alumni Field, and consequently were pretty badly banged up. Coach 
Gilmour had to use every substitute he had with him and could have 
used more to good advantage. The visitors brought with them a 
couple of brothers who put up as game a Scrap as could be asked for. 
They were the two McDonald brothers. “Pat” Rapson, who was taken 
to the hospital for slight injuries, played a hard game, but the Saginaw 
line was too much for him. Nordstrum, playing at left guard, also 
put up a good game. 


Saginaw played rather slow during the first quarter, but 
after the 80-yard run by Etu, our men woke up, and thus ended 
Calumet's chances for the state title. 

Calumet is along ways away, but a loyal, even though small, 
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bunch of rooters came with them and could be heard at intervals 
during the game. 

Calumet showed up rather poorly in the punting department. 

Roseberry's sixth successful dropkick of the season came in the 
opening quarter of the game from the 20-yard mark. Rosey had 
a good day— one dropkick and five out of six attempts for goals after 
touchdowns. 

Saginaw made 19 first downs to Calumet’s one. 

The penalties were pretty evenly divided, Saginaw being set back 
50 yards and Calumet 80. 

Saginaw high students had a chance to renew their acquaintance 
with their former principal, Howard S. Doolittle, who came down 
with the invader and for the first time in his life cheered against Sagi- 
inaw. 

An entirely different atmosphere prevaded the stands at this game 
than at any other game during the season. Saginaw was out to show 
that they were the state champions and they succeeded. Ë 

Calumet advanced the ball 46 yards, was thrown for losses of 
29 yards and as a result made net gains of 17 yards. Saginaw made 
gains of 257 yards and was not thrown for any losses. These figures 
do not include forward passes and returned kicks. 

Robert Rapson, Calumet’s right guard, who was taken to 
St. Mary's hospital for injuries received during the game was not 
seriously injured and left with the team. 

The fact that the teams of the lower peninsula are.superior to 
anything the upper can offer this year was apparent from the outcome 
of the game. 

The Calumet team will have to be given credit for putting up a 
game fight, even in the face of certain defeat. Its members never 
halted in their efforts to halt the big Black and Gold men and fought 
for all that was in them until the final whistle.
